Florida  man  files  50th  suit  over  abortion/contraceptive  mandate 


TAMM.  Ha.  (BPI  -  A  Southern  Bap¬

The  Thomas  More  Law  Center  filed 
the  suit  March  12  on  behalf  of  Thomas  R. 
Bedewi^  the  CEO  of  Bedewith  Efectric 
Co.  in  Largo,  Fla.  Beckwith  is  a  descen¬ 
dant  of  the  Beckwiths,  who  in  1626  'en¬ 
dured  the  hanUiipa  of  the  fengthv  and 
storm-ridden  voya^*  across  the  AUantic 
Ocean  via  a  40-mot  ship  called  the  Spar¬ 


row  Hawk  to  ’eecoDe  rehgioaa  persecu¬ 
tion  finm  En^amL  the  oomplaiiit  says. 
Hia  anceatort  also  fougte  in  the  Cormecti- 
ciit  Mflitia  in  the  Revonrtionary  War,  the 
compUnt  adds. 

The  "wwAw  was  fesued  by  the  U,S. 
Droartment  of  Health  and  Human  Servic¬ 
es  in  August  2011  and  went  into  effect  one 
year  later.  It  foroea  buameaaea  to  pay  for 
employee  insurance  plra  that  cover  ocn- 
traoeptives  and  ahodian-causing  drugs. 
The  latter  often  are  caBed  'emergency 
cuuti'aceptives*  and  come  under  brand 
names  such  as  Flan  B  and  ella.

“not  believe  titeternergency  contraception, 
abortion,  abortifacients*  and  any  dure  that 
destroys  human  life  oonetitutes  medicine 
or  health  care,  the  compUint  says. 


*Indeed,  Plaintifii  believe  these  proce¬ 
dures  and  drugs  involve  grarely  iinmotai 
practices,*  the  comphint  reads. 

BeckwitiL  the  oompUint  reads.  Is  guid¬ 
ed  by  bis  rengious  baie6  in  all  aspects  of 
his  life.*  His  company  is  'inaiiagro  under 
the  hving  God’s  directioa  and^  God’s 
prindples,*  it  says.
